GRAVITY OF THE SAMOAN QUESTION. 


There was som ething sensational in the 
North German Ga zette's denial y esterday of 
the ex istence of any treaty precluding any 
European power from seeking ascendency in 
Samoa. 
It seemed a bold defiance of the 
rights of the United States in the islands, as 
w ell as an impeachm ent of Mr. Bay ard’s v e­ 
racity . 
That gentlem an, howev er, refused 
to regard the Ga zette'» statements as official, 
but was disposed to treat them as mere new s­ 
paper gossip. 
Germany , he said, bad no later 
or better inform ation from Samoa than the 
United States. 
He referred to the declara­ 
tion concerning the boundaries of the Ger­ 
man and English possessions in the W est 
Pacific ocean signed by the representativ es 
o f those two gov ernm ents« ! Berlin in April, 
18 8 6 , aud said that this agreement precluded 
German acquisitions in Samoa. 
The declar­ 
ation, after defining the boundaries of the 
possessions of the tw o parties to the agree­ 
ment, prov ides that neither will make acqui­ 
sitions of, or establish protectorates ov er, any 
other territory in the W est Pacific. 
The last 
section ex pressly prov ides that Samoa, the 
Friendly Islands.and N ini Island shall re. 
main neutral territory . 
It is with reference 
to this agreement that the North German 
Ga zette declares that “ no treaty regarding 
the neutrality or independence of Samoa e x ­ 
ists between Germany and the United States." 
The latter power was not indeed a party to 
the agreement mentioned by Mr. Bay ard, but 
it has since made treaties with all of the g o v ­ 
ernments whose neutrality was recognized 
by it, and Germany by its acts has compelled 
repeated v iolations of our treaty with Samoa. 
There appears to be cordial agreement in 
Congress that the tim e has come for decisiv e 
action. 
W hile war is not anticipated, there 
seems to lie no hope o f a settlem ent -ot the 
difficulty by diplom acy . 
A demonstration 
of power is regarded as necessary . 
TJ ic 
amendment to the diplom atic and consular 
appropriation bill to furnish the gov ernment 
w ith the means for protecting American citi­ 
zens and asserting Am erican rights iu Samoa 
w ill probably pa« s both houses without op ­ 
position and be approv ed by the President. 
Mr. Clev eland will of course be obliged to 
hand the matter ov er to his successor in fiv e 
weeks, but the course of action indicated by 
Congress, if prom ptly and energetically en ­ 
tered upon, will start a line o f policy which 
Gen. Harrison's adm inistration can take up 
and pursue successfully . 
The difficulty is of 
sufficient m agnitude to cause a cordial union 
in Congress and the obliteration of party 
line« . 
This fact will be a sufficient warrant 
to Mr. Clev eland 
to 
proceed on the 
marked out by Congress, and in accordance 
with the suggestions of Secretary W hitney , 
who is disposed to take a much grav er v iew 
of the situation than Mr. Bay ard. 
The interests o f the United States in Samoa 
are v ital to the preserv ation of her trans-Pa­ 
cific commerce. 
The v aluable groups of 
islands there hav e been seized by one jiower 
or another till only those already mentioned 
as the subjects of the Anglo-German treaty 
are left as neutral ground. 
W ithout them 
there w ould be no harbors or coaling stations 
for our v essels on their long v oy ages across 
the Pacific. 
The United States has a coal­ 
in'.? station at Pago Pago harbor rn Samoa, 
but it is held by one-y ear leases, and it is 
now proposed to set aside ¡{dtXUKM) for the 
purchases sultieient/fand to giv e it adequate 
and permanent possession. 
Samoa i s in lh e 
W estern Hemisphere, and the Monroe doc­ 
trine, warning European powers to “ keep 
hands ofT," is as applicable to that country 
as to Panama or any of the gov ernments on 
the continent. 


NEW JERSEY AND NEW YORK. 


The beautiful results of third party efforts 
are realized in N ew J ersey . 
T he Prohibition 
v ote iu that state last fall was sutlieient to 
hav e elected a Republican Legislature if it 
had been giv en to the men who enacted the 
high license and local option law, under 
w hich half the counties of the state hav e al­ 
ready v oted N o 
License. 
But

H ence, the Legislature was 
able last winter to pass an act for the sub­ 
mission of a prohibition amendment to the 
j>eople as w ell as to pass a high license bill. 
T he real friends of temperance in this state 
would do well to contrast the situation here 
w ith that of N ew J ersey .

refuses to permit any legislation for the bet­ 
ter regulation of the liquor trade, the people 
w ill adopt the am endm ent when it reaches 
them with an emphasis that will make the 
8 aloon keepers groan.

GRAVITY OF THE SAMOAN QUESTION. 


There was something sensational in the 
North German Gazette'» denial yesterday of 
the existence of any treaty precluding any 
European power from seeking ascendency in 
Samoa. 
It seemed a bold defiance of the 
rights of the United States in the islands, as 
well a3 an impeachment of Mr. Bayard's ve­ 
racity. 
T hat gentleman, however, refused 
to regard the Gazette’* statements as official, 
but was disposed to treat them as mere news­ 
paper gossip. 
Germany, he said, had no later 
or better information from Samoa than the 
United Suites. 
He referred to the declara­ 
tion concerning the boundaries of the Ger­ 
man and English possessions in the West 
Pacific ocean signed by the representatives 
of those two governments at Berlin in April, 
1886, aud said that this agreement precluded 
German acquisitions in Samoa. 
The declar­ 
ation, after defining the boundaries of the 
possessions of the two parties to the agree­ 
ment, provides that neither will make acqui­ 
sitions of, or establish protectorates over, any 
other territory in the West Pacific. 
The lost 
section expressly provides that Samoa, the 
Friendly Islands.and Nini Island shall re. 
main neutral territory. 
It is with reference 
to th¡3 agreement that the North German 
Gazette declares that “no treaty regarding 
the neutrality or independence of Samoa ex 
ists between Germany and the United States.” 
The latter power was not indeed a party to 
the agreement mentioned by Mr. Bayard, but 
it has since made treaties with all of the gov­ 
ernments whose neutrality was recognized 
by it, and Germany by its acts has compelled 
repeated violations of our treaty with Samoa. 
There appears to be cordial ngreement in 
Congress that the time has come for decisive 
action. 
W hile war is not anticipated, there 
seems to be no hope of a settlement -ot the 
difficulty by diplomacy. 
A demonstration 
of power is regarded as necessary. 
TJie 
amendment to the diplomatic and consular 
appropriation bill to furnish the government 
with the means for protecting American citi­ 
zens and asserting American rights in Samoa 
will probably pass both houses without op 
position and la: approved by the President 
Mr. Cleveland will of course be obliged to 
hand the matter over to his successor in five 
weeks, but the course of action indicated by 
Congress, if promptly and energetically cn 
tered upon, will start a line of policy which 
Gen. Harrison s administration can take up 
aud pursue successfully. 
The difficulty is of 
sufficient magnitude to cause a cordial union 
in Congress and the obliteration of party 
*ines. 
This fact will be a sufficient warrant 
to Mr. Cleveland to proceed on the line 
marked out by Congress, and in accordance 
with the suggestions of Secretary Whitney 
who is disposed to take a much graver view 
of the situation than Mr. Bayard. 
The interests of tl.e United States in Samoa 
are vital to the preservation of her trails-Pa 
cific commerce. 
The valuable groups of 
islands there have been seized by one power 
or another till only those already mentioned 
as the subjects of the Anglo-German treaty 
are left as neutral ground. 
W ithout them 
there would lie no harbors or coaling stations 
for our vessels on their long voyages across 
the Pacific. 
The United States has a coal 
ing station at Pago Pago harbor rn Samoa 
but it is held by one-year leases, and it is 
now proposed to set aside $100.000 for the 
purchases sufflcienGÉtnd to give it adequate 
and permanent poW ssion. 
Samoa is in the 
W estern Hemisphere, and the Monroe doc 
trine, warning European powers to “ kee[ 
hands off.” is as applicable to that country 
as to Panam a or any of the governments on 
the continent.

Metropolitan journals. 
The newspapers at 
Poug hkeepsie, Rondout and Hud-on, and 
other modest cities along the line, have just 
as important a mission to fill aud just as much 
rig ht to mail facilities as the overg rown and 
overbearing blanket sheets of New-York 
C ity.” 
W HERE THE BLAME LIES. 
The Reg ister then states that the fault is 
due to a parsimonious and false economy in 
not placing a sufficient force in the postal cars 
to handle the business on certain sections, 
and that Railway Mail Superintendent Doo 
little prom ptly g ives attention to all com 
plaints.

"The K iw jston Fkkkxak voices a complaint that is 
general when it declares that " th e mail service 
aloiK the Hudson River seems to be steadily grow­ 
ing from bad to worse." Thz Freeman says that 
many of Its exchanges now a-days reach its office 
loug after they are of interest. And a general shout 
o f endorsement goes up from all the newspaper of­ 
fices in the Hudson River Valley.—Several E x­ 
change*." 
COMPLAINTS WELL FOCNDKD. 
“ The complaint made by the K in g s to n 
F r e e m a n , and echoed by its contemporaries, 
is well founded, but ihe worst feature of this 
defective service is not stated. 
Subscribers 
to newspapers along the line of the Hudson 
River Railroad, within 10 or 20 miles ot the 
poiut of mailing, very seldom receive Iheir 
papers with any degree of regularity. Some­ 
times they double the road twice before be 
ing delivered at tbeir destination. 
For in­ 
stance, newspaper packages from Hudson lo 
Coxsackie and Stuyvesant, frequently go 
through to Syracuse, and are delivered PtVthe 
return trip.* This is extremely annoying 
even for weekly papers, but it is intolerable 
when applied lo dailies." 


t h e “ r e g is t e r ’s ” in v e s t ig a t io n . 
The Register then goes on to say that it has 
investigated the matter. 
It has been " told 
by postal clerks that on account of short help 
it is as much as they can do to distribute let 
ters lietween short stations, and that they are 
compelled to let the newspapers go and ‘take 
their chances.’ This is all wrong. 
The pro­ 
vincial papers have just as much right to 
prompt mail service as the more pretentious 
Metropolitan journals. 
The newspapers at 
Poughkeepsie, Rondout and Hudson, and 
other modest cities along the line, have jusc 
as important a mission to fill aud just as much 
right to mail facilities as the overgrown and 
overbearing blanket sheets of Sew-York 
City.”

maker gives the following regarding \ ander- 
lyn’sdeath: “ After the adjournment t?f Con­ 
gress he returned to Kingston. Shortly there­ 
after, and in the afternoon of September 
1852, he called at the house of the writer, in 
Kingston.and spent a couple of hours in social 
converse with him and bis family. 
The next 
morning the writer was summoned from his 
breakfast table by n messenger with the tidings 
of Mr. Vanderlyn's death. 
He had just been 
found in his room at the hotel, lying in bed, 
a corpse, with his hands raised and in posi­ 
tion as if holding the brush in the very act of 
transferring to canvas one of the fine, artistic 
touches of his pencil. 
His body was interred 
in the W iltwyck Rural Cemetery.

GRAVITY OF THE SAMOAN QUESTION. 


There wits something sensational in the 
North German Q u ietist denial yesterday of 
the existence of any treaty precluding any 
European power from seeking ascendency in 
Samoa. 
It seemed a bold defiance of the 
rights of the Uuitcd Sinu s in the islands, as 
w ell as an impeachment of Mr. Bayard’s ve­ 
racity. 
That gentleman, however, refused 
to regard the Gazette'* statements as official, 
but was disposed to treat them as mere news­ 
paper gossip. 
Germany, he said, had no later 
or better inform ation from Sam oa than the 
United States. 
Ile referred to the declara­ 
tion concerning the boundaries of the Ger­ 
man and English possessions in the W est 
Pacific ocean signt d bv the representatives 
of those tw o governments at Berlin in April. 
188fl, and said that this agreement precluded 
German a< quUitions in Samoa. 
T he declar­ 
ation, after defining the boundaries o f the 
possessions o f Hie two parties to the agree­ 
ment, provides that neither w ill make acqui­ 
sitions of, or establish protectorates over, any 
other territory in the West Pacific. 
The last 
section expressly provides that Samoa, the 
Friendly I-!,m il*,,-uni Nini Island shall re. 
main neutral territory. 
It is w ith reference 
to th b agreement that the North German 
Gazette declares that "no treaty regarding 
the neutrality or independence of Samoa ex 
isis between Germany ta d the C olled States.” 
The latter flower was not indeed a party to 
the agreement mentioned by Mr. Bayard, but 
it has since n ixie treaties with all of the gov­ 
ernments whose neutrality was recognized 
by it, and Germany by its aet' ha- compelled 
repeated violati ms o f our treaty w ith Samoa. 
There appears to Ut cordial agreement in 
Congress that the tin. has com e for decisive 
action. 
W hile war Is not anticipated, then 
seems to lie no hope of a settlem ent -ot the 
difficulty by diplom acy. 
A demonstration 
of power is regarded at oeiisaary. 
Tile 
amendment to the diplomatic aud consular 
appropriation bill to furnish the government 
with the means for protecting American citi­ 
zens ami asserting A met lean rights iu Samoa 
will probably pa s both houses without op 
position and Im- approved by the President. 
Mr. Uien-lan I will of coon*- be obliged to 
band the matter over lo his successor in five 
weeks, hut the course of action indicated by 
Congress, if prom ptly and energetically en 
tered upon, will start a line o f policy which 
Gen. Harrison's administration eau take tip 
and pursue successfully. 
The difficulty is of 
sufficient m agnitude lo cause a cordial uniou 
in C'onrrevs mid the obliteration of party 
line'. 
This fact will be a suftb ieut warrant 
to Mr 
Cleveland to proceed on

by postal clerks that nu account of short help 
It is as much as they can do to distribute let­ 
ters Itetween short alations, and that they are 
compelled to let the newspapers go and 'take 
their chances.’

vineial papers have just as much right to 
prompt mail service as the more pretentious 
Metropolitan journals. 
The newspapers at 
Poughkeepsie, Rondout and Hudson, and 
other modest cities along the line, have just 
as important a mission to fill aud just as much 
right to mail facilities as the overgrown and 
overtiearing blanket sheets of New York 
cur."

Burr then wrote to a friend of 
his. Peter Van Gaflsbeeh, a resident of Kings 
ton, and Member of Congress, a letter offer' 
ing his assistance.

I have in.iuC coretcrping him, I have been 
led to Ik-1 ieve that lits cRumeter and talents 
are such us may do honor to hiiilnelL his 
friends and his country.’ This led to an in- 
t#rvj#w with Colonel Burr and the perfecting 
of hi* education as an artist.” 
Mr. Schoon- 
makcr gives the followingreceding Vander- 
lyn’s death: “ After the adjournment rtf Con 
gress lie returned to Kingston. Shortly there­ 
after, and in the afternoon of September 28, 
1852, he called at the house of the writer, in 
Kingston.and spent a couple of hours in social 
converse with him and his family. 
The next 
morning the writer wits summoned from his 
breakfast table bv a messenger with the tidings 
of Mr. Vanderlyn’s death. 
He had Just been 
found in his room at the hotel, lying In bed, 
a corpse, w ith his hands raised and in posi­ 
tion as if holding tho brush in the very act of 
transferring to canvas one of the fine. artistic 
touches of hi* pend'. 
His body was interred 
iu the Wiltwyck Rural Cemetery. 
His re­ 
mains are mouldering to dust, without a mon­ 
ument to mark their resting place. 
That neg­ 
lect certainly cannot reflect the reverence of 
the citizens of Kingston for native genius and 
talent.'’
